Heretofore, in preparing a Catalogue of Coins for a public 
sale, I have always feared that the fault of over-description 
might be observed, and have consequently striven to keep de- 
scriptions down, in every case, to the actual state of the 
piece. In writing this Catalogue, on the contrarj-, I have 
feared only that I should not do justice to the pieces under 
description. It may be, that, scattered through the Catalogue 
here and there, will be found a description or two concerning 
which a difference of opinion may exist ; but gentlemen who 
know the collection best, with the collection before them, and 
the manuscript Catalogue in hand, have repeatedly censured 
me, for not doing justice io the coins. Where nearly every- 
thing is so superbly fine, it is often difficult to express a shade 
of difference in a manner to be exactly understood. The coins 
must be seen to be appreciated. 

A circumstance which I may relate will give a little idea of 
the surpassing excellence of these coins. Subsequent to the 
purchase of Mr. McCoy's cabinet, I bought a fine collection, — 
one of no small degree of celebrity, and in one department, 
second to no other in the country, with the exception of the 
one here catalogued, — in the hope, by selection, of adding to 
the interest of this sale by improving the quality of the pieces ; 
but out of nearly one thousand coins, I found it impossible, on 
the most careful comparison, to select more than four, equal to 
those I had already. Many of the others, though wonderfully 
fine, and, seen by themselves, judged to be unsurpassed, when 
viewed with the corresponding ones in this collection, were 
found to be more or less inferior. From my own collection of 
many thousand coins, I also hoped to make additions and im- 
provements ; but the same disappointment waited on the 
attempt, when made. 

It may interest collectors to know that no piece in the entire 
collection has been sold, and that none are withheld, with the 
exception of a few duplicates and trifles which were not worth 
putting in the catalogue, possibly in all of the value of fifty 
dollars. 

Having been often requested to execute orders at my own 
sales, I have in this case determined to do so for such of my

friends as may wish, not by bidding myself, but by placing the 
orders in tlie hands of gentlemen who will execute them faith- 
fully and impartially. 

Since the Catalogue went to press, I have procured a few 
very fine things, including the Half-Cent of 1842, and two rare 
Silver Medals relating to America, which are unique so far as 
American collections are concerned. Should I be successful 
in procuring some other fine things promised me, I shall throw 
the whole into an addendum, and offer them, perhaps on the 
last evening of the sale, with the exception of the Half-Cent, 
which will be sold in its place with the other Half-Cents.
